THE OUTHWAITE BILL. 


Its Passage Reeommended by the 


 Menate Committee. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.— The re- 
port presented in the Senate to- 
day by Senator Frye, from the 
Select Committee on Pacific Rail- 
roads, recommending the passage 
of the Outhwaite Union Pacific 
Railroad Funding bin without 
amendment, is signed by ali the 
members of the comn.ittee. It 
deals only with the Union Pacific 
railway aud ceutral branch of the 
Union Pacific. After detailing the 


provisions of the Huthwaite bill 
and expressing the opinion that it 
protects the interests of the United 
States, the report continues as 
follows: If this settlement is 
adopted the following advantages 
are secured: 

First—All controversies between 
the United States and the com- 
panics, such as have occurred un- 
der the existing laws are termi- 


nated. 

Second—aAll questions as to the 
investment of the Sinking Fund 
are ended, as the United States at 
once receives this large suin on ac- 
count of the subsidiary debt, and 
is relieved from all trust obliga- 
tions to the company. 

Third—The United States will 
receive before the debt matures, in 
addition to the Sinking Fund, 
which at the valuation of Novem- 
ber 1, 1887, was $7,734,083, not less 
than $2,647,500, making atotal pay- 
ment of the principal before ma- 
turity of $10,381,583. and will also 
receive interest on the entire debt 
every six months, the total pay- 
ment of interest during the same 
period amounting to $12,255,767. 

Fourth—The United States will 
receive a very large amount of 
additional security, which insures 
me ultimate payment of the whole 

ebt.

Dan De Quille has the following to say 
in the Salt Lake Tribune of a recent 
date: Out of all this evil some good 
will probably come. The ranchmen 


will now see that in no other way can 
they make sure of a supply of water 


than by catching and storing it up 
while it is flowing abundantly in win- 
ter or early spring. They cannot but 
‘feel that it would be a grand thing for 
them just now—their salvation—had 
they & few storage reservoirs upon 
which to draw. The two reservoirs of 
‘the Virginia & Gold Hill Water Com- 
pany would now save all the crops in 
Douglas county. The cost of construct- 


ing these reservoirs on the sites kelect- 
ed was not great, The small one 
built last year on Hobart creek was 
in a short time, yet it holds 
100,600,000 gallons of water. Marlette

Down 
in Donglas county, where they are so 
sorely troubled for want of water, there 
are half a dozen better sites for stor- 
age reservoirs than that at Mariette 
Lake, none of which are improved. 
Should they join together, the ranch- 
men could soon throw up embank- 
ments of earth, timbers. and stone 
across some of these in such a way as 
to give them valuable reservoirs oi 
water. 


It appears that many residents of 
Nevada are under the impression that 
it requires one to be in the State a 
year before he can vote. The District 
Attorney of this county advises other- 
wise. He says anyone remaining in 
the State, coming with the intent to 
make his home here, six months is a 
citizen and an elector. 

There is a pending constitutional 
amendment, which, if passed, will re- 
quire a year’s residence, and it is in 
connect ion with this pending amend- 
ment that the opinion has become 
current that none are entitled to regix- 
ter and vote until they have resided 
here one year. There is no question 
about citizenship being gaiued in six 
months, as provided by the present 
constitution.

It may interest some ol my feminine 
readers to know that the duke is the des- 
eendant of one of. the oklest families in 
England. The originator of the title of 
Duke was John Churchill, and be was 
made an earl anda duke by Queen Anne 
for his victories over the French ani 
Ba varlaus in the Netherlands. Previous 
to that time the Churchills had been a 
powerful family in the country. They 
came from Ashe, in Devonshire, where 
the frst Duke was born. After the Battle 
of Bleubeim, in 1702, the queen and par- 
jiament wished to honor bim for his bril- 
liant services. The queen made bim a 
duke and parliament veted him 4500, 000 
($2,500,000) to build him a house. The site 
selecte:! for this mansion \was at Wood- 
stock, in Oxfordshire, eight miles nerth- 


west of the famous University City. | 


Woodstock was the residence of the early 
Englis kings. Edward the Black Prince 
was born there, Elizabeth was a prisoner 
there, held by Queen Mary. Chaucer died 
at Woodstock, and it was made famous 
in connection with thé fair Rosamond. 
The £300,000 to be spent in erecting a 
mansion suitable to be the home of the 
hero did not nearly cover the cost. Sir 
John Vanbrugh designed the residence 
and ‘parts surrounding it. The palace, 
called Blenheim House, after the famous 
battle, is a maguificefit one, and with the 
exception of the Duke*of Devonsbire’s 
palace, at Chatsworth, and Baron Roths- 
child’s house and park at Ment more, is 
the landsomest in England. The palace

The length of the principal front part 
from wing to Wing is 348 feet, The en- 
tire palace is big enough for the owner to 
entertain 150 guests. The interior of the 
palace la maguliflcently decorated, The 
banqnetting hall is enormous, and when 
filled with guests and lighted it presents 
a gorgedtis sight. The great ball is a 
lofty and grand apartment in good pro- 
portion. The entire structure is built in 
the Italo-Coriathianstyle. The Blenheim 
House col leet lon of pictures and statnary 
as considered one of the fluest in Eng- 
land. Since the palace was first built 
the dukes have given a greut deal of at- 
tention toart. The late duke added to 
the galleries very largely. The present 
Anke does not seem to fancy pictures 
much, and in order to relieve bimseif of 
financial embarrassment two years ago, 
he ordered the picturesto besold. The 
sale was a memorable one, and purchas- 
ers weut from all parts of the world. 
Among the famous pictares that were in 
the collection were The Young Angus- 
tine and Pope Gregory,” by Titian; 
“Europa,” Esther and The Massacre 
ot the Innocents,” by P. Veronese; St. 
Jerome,” by Tintoretto; The Magdalen,” 
by C. Dolce; historical subjects by Ru- 
bens, portraits by Rubens and Vandyke, 
and The Woman Taken in Adultery” 
and Lana Blessing Jacob,” by Rem- 
brandt. 
The manor of Blenbeim Park embraces 
a cirenit of twelve miles. The park itself 
bas 2,040 acres, Around the palac> itis 
laid out in grandstyle, The lawns, walks 
and flower beds are kept in beautifal 
style, whether the Duke is residing at the 
palace or not lu the conservatories are 
a very choice collection of rare plants, and 
the vineries and hothouses provide rare 
fruit’ all the yedr round, ‘The wooded 
land fu the park ts beautiful. and ahounds 
in game and deer.
